Randolph  Brooks  is  a  senior  partner  of  Advanced  Eyecare  Associates,  LLC,  in 
suburban  Northwestern  New  Jersey  with  specialty  interests  in  ocular  disease, 
contact  lenses,  pediatric  eye  care  and  vision  therapy.  He  is  currently  the 
President  of  the  American  Optometric  Association  and  has  also  served  as  Vice 
President,  Secretary-Treasurer,  as  well  as  Board  Trustee  for  six  years.  In 
addition.  Dr.  Brooks  was  the  President  of  the  New  Jersey  Optometric 
Association  from  1997-1999  and  is  a  past  President  of  the  New  Jersey  Society 
of  Optometric  Physicians,  which  named  him  Optometrist  of  the  Year  in  1995 
and  2000. 

Dr.  Brooks  is  a  graduate  of  the  State  University  of  New  York-Albany  and  The 
New  England  College  of  Optometry.  He  is  a  well  known  speaker  and  writer 
on  a  variety  of  clinic  topics  including  contact  lenses  and  implementation  of 
ocular  therapeutic  pharmaceutical  agents,  as  well  as  practice  management.  He 
has  a  special  interest  in  fitting  contact  lenses  for  complex  problems  such  as 
keratoconics.  Dr.  Brooks  is  an  active  member  of  his  community  serving  as  a 
Roxbury  Rotary  Club  member  and  he  is  on  the  Temple  Shalom  Board  of 
Directors.  Among  other  activities,  he  provides  eye  screenings  for  local  public

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Academic  Heraldry 

The  caps,  gowns  and  hoods  worn  at  College  functions  have  their  origins  in  the  robes  worn  by 
monks  and  students  in  the  middle  ages  to  keep  out  the  cold  and  damp.  Today,  the  academic  regalia 
has  been  standardized  by  tradition  and  agreement  among  institutions  of  higher  learning. 

The  gowns  for  bachelor  degrees  have  long,  pointed  sleeves  and  are  wom  closed.  Masters  degree 
holders  wear  gowns  with  oblong  sleeves  open  at  the  wrist.  The  gown  may  be  worn  open  or  closed. 
Gowns  for  the  doctoral  degree  carry  long  velvet  panels  down  the  front  and  have  three  velvet  bars 
on  the  full  sleeves.  The  velvet  may  be  black  or  of  a  color  distinctive  to  the  field  of  study  for  which 
the  degree  is  given.  Gowns  are  usually  black,  but  a  few  institutions  now  prescribe  colors 
representative  of  the  school. 

Caps,  also  called  mortarboards,  may  be  of  cloth  or,  for  the  doctoral  outfit, 
velvet.  The  tassel  is  black  or  of  a  color  appropriate  to  the  field  of  study. 
Doctoral  tassels  may  be  gold. 

The  colors  on  the  hoods  provide  the  institutional  identity  and  signify  the  field  of  study.  The  style 
of  the  hood  is  specific  to  the  degree  level,  with  doctoral  hoods  being  larger,  with  wider  velvet 
borders,  and  with  a  panel  at  the  back.  The  silk  lining  of  the  hood  is  in  the  institutional  colors  and 
the  velvet  borders  signify  the  field  of  the  degree.  Commonly  seen  colors  are:

I  will  place  the  treatment  of  those  who  seek  my  care  above 
personal  gain  and  strive  to  see  that  none  shall  lack  proper  care. 

I  will  hold  as  privileged  and  inviolable  all  information 
entrusted  to  me  in  confidence  by  my  patients. 

I  will  advise  my  patients  fully  and  honestly  of  all  which 
may  serve  to  restore,  maintain  or  enhance  their  vision  and  general 
health. 

I  will  strive  continuously  to  broaden  my  knowledge  and 
skills  so  that  my  patients  may  benefit  from  all  new  and  efficacious 
means  to  enhance  the  care  of  human  vision. 

I  will  share  information  cordially  and  unselfishly  with  my 
fellow  optometrists  and  other  professionals  for  the  benefit  of 
patients  and  the  advancement  of  human  knowledge  and  welfare. 

I  will  do  my  utmost  to  serve  my  community,  my  country 
and  humankind  as  a  citizen  as  well  as  an  optometrist. 

I  hereby  commit  myself  to  be  steadfast  in  the  performance 
of  this  my  solemn  oath  and  obligation.
